child of her age who has equal knowledge of 
the subject, The little girl is now engaged on 
the study of the muscles, nerves, and organs of 
the body, She is the daughter of German 
parents, neither af whom was ever particularly 
interested in physiology or anatomy. Her 
mother takes care of Dr. Hinckley's office when 
he is away, and it was inthis way that the 
doctor met Geraldine. The doctor has a 
skeleton in his office, and it fiascinated Geral- 
dine. She had a great number of questions to 
ask about it, nnd the doctor ia a spirit of fun 
began to teach her a few of the formidable 
names which the bones enjoy, He was amazed 
to find} that she caught and memorised the 
names without the least difficulty, In fact, the 
study appeared to delight her, and every day 
she applied for fresh information. So a study 
which was begun in jest was continued in 
earnest, and Geraldine made rapid strides. She 
knows the scientific name of every bone ina 
human skeleton, Among the medical students 
she’ goes by the pet name of" Bones.” She 
likes it. On her‘eighth birthday, which was 4 
few weeks ajo, this infant prodigy lectured 
before the Waterbury Scientific Society and at 
the annual meeting of the Connecticut Eclectic 
Society in Hartford she was voted to be a 
wonder of the age. Alter exch lecture Geraldine 
takes up a collection in a porcelain skull, She 
has nearly £3 now, and asserts that she will 
not touch her enrnings until there is enough to 
buy a skeleton, She asked Santa Claus to

Accompanying an excellent portrait of Baron 
Suyematsu (now in Landon) the Daily Graphic 
has the, following:—The name of Baron Buye- 
matsu has been much in the newspapers of 
Jate, His genial volubility to interviewers bas 
proved a valuable source of enlightenment to 
the British public on the allsabsorbing topic of 
the war in the Far East, He speaks with au- 
thority and knowledge, for he is not only the 
son-in-law and confidant of Japan's greatest 
statesman, Marquis Ito, but he is also a states- 
man on his own account, with a varied and 
profound knowledge of Far Eastern politics. 


Baron Suyematsu has not the imposing pre- 
sence and suave restraint of Viscount Hayashi. 
He is short, burly, and thick-set, but he has 
all the laughing good humour of his happy 
people, and all their polished courtesy. Were 
he a little taller and less swarthy, be might 
pass for a twin brother of (Mr. T. P. O'Con- 
por, He is now in his forty-cighth vear, and, 
although comparat vely young, his career covers 
the larger part of the history of making of mo- 
dern Japan. He commenced life as a native 
journalist when little more than a boy, and 
che plied his pen to such good purpose that 
when Counts Kuroda and [Inouye were des- 
patched as special envoys to Korea in 1875-he 
was appointed a member of their suite, This 
was the beginning of his public career. On 
his return to Tokyo a junior secretaryship in 
the Public Works Department was found for 
him. Thence he passed to a similar position 
in the Legislative Department of the Council 
of Btate, then under the charge of Marquis {to, 
When the Satsuma rebellion broke out in 1877 
he volunteered for active service, and was ap- 
pointed an officer an the staff of the Marquis 
Yamagata, the Commander-in-Chief of the [m- 
perial Army. From journalist, Civil servant, 
and soldier, he now passed to diplomacy, He 
came over to England as an Attaché at the 
Japanese Legation, but speedily relinquished 
this post in order to sludy at Cambridge. He 
entered St. John's College, and in due course 
graduated with honours in the Law Tripos. 

Thus re-equipped for political work, he be- 
gan his public careeranew in Japan. After 
serving the Government in a variety of official 
capacities, he was elected to the first Diet as 
member for his native province. He proved 
a popularand useful representative, and was re> 
elected several times. During the Chino- 
Japanese War he rendered conspicuous service 
to his country, and was rewarded with a peerage. 
Since then he has sat in the House of Peers as 
one of the delegates of his baronial order. He 


has held Cabinet rank twice—once as Minister’ 


of Communications, and once as Minister of 
the Interior, He left office in 1991, when the 
last Ito Cabinet retired. His marriage with 
the daughter of Marquis Ito took place when 
he was chief of the Loca! Government Bureau 
in the Ministry of the Interior, under the Mar- 
quis Yamagata. : 

Baron Suyematsu is anxious to rectify a 
false impression which has got abroad on the 
Continent in regard to a statement he made 
in his paper on “The Problem of the Far 
East,” read before the Constitutional Club 
on the 27th April. The abbreviated reports 
ofthe paper represented him as saying that, 
“although they (the Japanese) were Gghting 
the war fos their own sake, they were carry- 
ing it on by the mandate of Exyland and Ame« 
rica.” This hag bren much commented tpon, 
and in Russia it has sctually been deseriked as 
“a revelation,” disclosing the part taken by 
Great Britain and the United States in en- 


couraging Japan to go to war, Ata matter of 
‘| fact, what Baron Suyematsu was-referring to 
was the moral solidarity of Japan with the 
Anglo-Baxon races, and especially their com> 
munity ‘of interest in the integrity of China

, According to an’ article in the St, Peters- 
burger Zeitung, coal is known to exist through- 
out almost the whole of the island of Saghalien, 
but although indications show that these de- 
posits contain very large supplies of coal, no 
thorough investigations have yet been made 
except in the case of deposits which exist in 
the neighbourhood of Alexandrovsk, which 
have been somewhat carefully examined and 
are now partly being worked. Coal is now 
mined at four points; two of these are found 
“within the convict district, whilst the other two 
belong to Messrs, Mokowski & Co, Altogether 
about 750,000 tons of coal were taken out dur: 
ing the last three years. Tho causes for the | 
emall quantity obtained are to be found in the 
lack of means.of conveyance, and the fact that 
little attention has been paid to the mineral 
-wealth of Saghalien. No railway communica- 
tion exists with the coast, and no harbour has 
yet been built on the coast wherd ships may 
load coal without difficulty in any state of 
In addition to coal, several classes 
of mineral products are known to exist, eg. 
iron, copper, naphtha, etc, but no thorough 
investigation of these has yet been made.

NIW COMMERCIAL TREATY. 
ae ges 

A well-informed correspondent in |.ondon 
has learned upon high official authority that 
negociations have been commenced between 
Great Britain and China for the conclusion 
of a new agreement to take the place in most 
respects of that effected two years ago by Sir 
James Mackay for, éferadia, the abolition of 
the likin duties, The proper enforcement 
of the main provisions of that agreement 
has been found to be almost impossible ; 
and, as the other Powers have never recog: 
nised the abolition of the likin duties, as it 
was originally hoped they would do, another 
agreement was bound to have to be effected 
sooner or later. Tt was but a few weeks after 
the terms of the Treaty had become public 
property that we urged an amendment of the 
document providing for some alternative 
whereby the position of British goods, as far 
as inland circtilation is concerned, should be 
clearly stated. and definitely. defined, 
This could be effected by reverting to the 
Transit Pass clauses of the ‘Tientsin ‘Treaty, 
which provides that upon payment of an 
import duty of § per cent, and transit dues 
of 24 percent, foreign goods shall be free 
from any further inland taxation whatever. 
The people at home evidently did not 
see the ‘l'reaty in the same light, for we. 
recollect: that the document was at. first 
as a great’ triumph and a 
distinct step in advance, because it was 
supposed that it clearly provided for the 
abolition of all inland taxation designated 
by the name of likin. A careful examina. 
tion of the Treaty, however, at once revealed 
the fact that what the Chinese negotiators 
gave with the right hand they took ‘back 
with the lel. fn other words, in place of 
likin the document provided for additional 
inland taxes as well as a considerable in- 
‘crease of duties. Pending the settlement 
ofthe question numerous memorials were sent 
to the Throne tugarding its abolition, and 
although the Chinese Government signified 
approval that the change should take place 
within the next two (years there was no 
indication as to how, she guaranteed its 
abolition, In fact, she could not give the 
assurance, and however much one talked of 
it aS an experiment it was seen that once 
the tariff was raised it would not be lowered 
again, We recognised at the time that the 
exctement and fuss about the ‘Treaty was 
premature, as if by the ist January this year 
any one of the Powers had [ailed to “ signify 
acceptance of these engagements" the 
whole document became null and void. It 
is because of the failure of other Powers to 
recognise thy abolition of tikin that the idea 
of the framing of another, or an amending, 
agreement has been brought about. What 
was needed at the outset was some general 
agreement on the part of the United States 
Government and that of Germany, France, 
Russia and Japan as to the terms on which 
they were prepared to concede an increase 
of import duties China, and as to 
their attitude in regard to internal taxa- 
tion on merchandise in transit. With the 
reported change the Hongkong Chamber of 
Commerce will doubtless be in thorough 
accord, as apart [rom the opinion expressed 
when Jord Charles Beresford was in China 
on a commercial mission six years’ ago 
that “one tax payable at the port of entry 
should suffice to frank goods to the con- 
sumer,” they pointed out that “in the interests 
of commerce it is necessary that the position 
of Hongkong as the natural outlet and focus 
for the trade of thei Two -Kwong provinces 
should never be lost sight of’ in consider- 
ing any claims to “spheres of influence” 
that might be put forward cither then or in 
the future; and they asserted that, “the 
geographical situation of Hongkong, lying 
as it dots half way between India and 
Japan, on the very borders of one of the 
most populous provifices of China and at 
the mouth of one of the greatest systems of

EUROPEAN, 


STILL UNIDENTIFIED 


At the Molice Court, this alternoon, before 
Mr HH. H, J. Gompertz, an inquiry was opened 
into the circumstances attending the death of 
an unidentified European, whose dead body 
was found at Shaukiwan, Quarry Bay, on the 
sth August. ‘The case ‘has already been re: 
ferred to in these columns. ‘ 

The first witness was a Sikh Constable, No. 
619, and he stated that at 6 a.m, on the day ia 
question he was on duty om the Shaukiwan ds 
trict, and when he arrived opposite Messrs. 
Butterfield & Swire’s dock, he discovered, on 
the dock side of the road, the bady of 2 
European. He made an examination of ‘the 
corpse and found that it lying in a pool of 
blood, Chere was a cut on the left arm, about 
half way between the wrist and the elbow, and 
also a somewhat serious wound in the neck; 
but at the time the latter was nol visible to 
him. Deceased was fying on his breast, with 
both arms on the right side. 

Witness, at the order of the Coroner, laid on 
one of the Court tables showing the position in 
which he found the body. 

Witness said that he found the small peo- 
knife produced in the right hand of the 
deceased, There were stains of blood upon 
the blade. A straw hat, evidently belonging 
to the deceased, was lying about two feet 
away, He noticed footprints, six in number, 
at the feet of the deceased. The ground at 
this point was soft, The footprints had been 
made by some one wearing shoes. It appear- 
ed to him that the footprints were those of one 
man. He examined the spot very carefully, 
but found nothing of a further suspicious char- 
acter. About 150 yards away was an Indian 
watchman on duly, and he called out to him, 
and asked him to send a constable from the 
Deck to report the matter. Two constables 
soon arrived, and he directed them to (guard 
the body while he went to the police station 
and reported the matter to the Inspector on 
duty, It was:about a mile and a half from 
where he found the bady to Shaukiwan police 
station, Inspector Robertson came to view 
the body, which was covered with rice bags 
and later cn removed — fn the trousers pocket 
of the deceased they found a looking giass and 
a brush and comb. 

By the Coroner: He subsequently saw the 
wound in the man’s neck, which was bleeding 
alittle, It was big enough to put two fingers in. 

By Inspector Robertson ~The footmasks he 
found were apparently caused by the deceased. 

Inspector Robertson was then sworn and 

spoke to having been, summoned on thé morn- 
ing in question by the last witness to Quarry 
Hay, The deceased would appear to be a man 
of furty yearsof age. Witness described the posi- 
tion in which he found the deceased and refer: 
red to the wounds on his neck and right arm. 
The blood stains on the penknife were quite 
recent. Witn-ss had the body removed to the 
Mortuary as soon as possible. He searched 
the corpse and, in addition, found a ticket for 
a bed in the Sailors’ Home and also a pawo- 
ticket for an umbretla which had been pawned 
for $1.63 Therewerealsokeys, sleeve links, and 


other small articles in, the deceased's clothing, 
including some bromide of potassium purchased 
atthe Pharmacy. “The faotprints aé mentioned 

by the last witness seemed to indicate that de- 
ceated had been walking on his hands and 
knees. 

By the: Coroner: The wound found in the 
deceased's neck had evidently-been caused by 
the--knife , produced.

prescribed to still the nervous system, 

By Inspector Robertson: A man dying from 
toss of blood would be able to retsin posses- 
sion of a knife such as was found in his hand 
by the Sikh constable. 

By the Coroner: The curiously bent knife 
found io the hand of the deceased was 
probably used for cutting corns, 

Pp, C, Pair No 69, spoke to being ordered 
to proceed to Quarry Bay by Inspector 
Robertson at 7 am. on the day in ques- 
tion, He went! on his bicycle and found 
the dead body of the deceased. He did not 
touch it until the arrival of Inspector Robert- 
son a few mintites afterwards, when he search. 
ed the clothing and found the anticles pro- 
duced, bot nothing which would tead to 
the identification of the deceased. Wit- 
ness described the wounds and stated that 
the footprints around the corpse were 
apparently those, of the deceased~‘himself 

Mr. "James Ritchic, foreman mason, ‘at the 
Dock, spoke to seeing the body of the deceased 
on the day in question as he was going to work, 
He corroborated the .evidence of other wit- 
nesses, , ‘ 

At this stage, Inspector Robertson put in the 
hat found two feet away from the deceased. It 
was Bai ordinary straw sailor hat, marked 
“ rroung Cheong, tailors, ongkong.” ~ 

Mr. Thomas Hoskins, foreman at the Dock, 
was called and gave corroborative evidence, 
He formed no opinion as to the cause of death, 
nor did he notice any marks of violence. 

By Inspector »obertson: He did not report 


from the body or that there were footprints 
which pointed to the deceased having been 
foully murdered, : 

By the Coroner: At the present moment he 
had not the slightest suspicion that murder 
had been committed, nor had he at any time 
any,t belief that deceased bad been murdered. 

A‘watchman at the ship yard, Quarry Bay, 
gave evidence similar to that already reported, 

Private. Albert Slaney, in charge of the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors Home, spoke to issuing 
the ticket for a bed at the Home found on the 
deceased on the morning before he was found 
dead, The man sat on the verabdah and offer- 
edto pay him for the bed he had engaged 
twice over, He did not know the name of 
the deceased, nor was it the custom to ask 
the natnes of people who came there, Deceas- 
ed was very quiet and seemed to be very down. 
Hehad never previously seen the deceased, 
but was of opinion that he was an En glish- 
man. * Deceased had only fifty cents in his 
pocket when he engaged the bed.’ He left 
nothing behind hun as a que to his identity. 

PC, Wills stated that he was on duty in the 
Charge Room at the Central at about three 
o'viock on the 4th instant, when a European 
came in and said he had no money and would 
the government pay him out of Hongkong. 
He refused to give his name, and added that he 
was ashamed to have to admit that he was 
penniless The following day, witness went to 
the Mortuary and identified the deceased as 
the man who was in the Station the previous 
afternoon, Deceased spoke good English, and 
witness thought he was probably ia the sea- 
faring profession. 

The Coroner decided thet death was die to 
hiemorrhage as the result of an incised wound 
in the neck, self inflicted. He expressed the 
opinion that the case had been very carefully 
investigated by Inspector Robertson.

A RUSSIAN COURT- MARTIAL. 


Writing in the Mouvellisie Vandois, of Lau- 
sine, M, Pravdine says; I¢ was a Russian naval" 
officer, lately returned from Harbin, who gave 
me the following unpublished details concerning 
the last hours of two Japanese spies caught by 
the Russian Cossacks just as they were about to. 
shatter with dynamite a bridge on the line of 
the Manchurian Railway, My informant, a 
-young officer in his prime, was severely wound. 
ed during the first bombardment of Port Arthur. 
He had been granted leave to go to Italy to re- 
cruit, but before starting he went into Harbin 
to sev the last of some brother-officers, and here 
he arrived at the moment when the two Japan- 
ese caught in the act were arrested, tried, and 
shot,
